Norfolk, Va., January 30.—The 
steamer Monroe of the Old Dominion 
Steamship company sank near Winter 
Quarter lightship, following a collision 
with the steamer Nantucket of the 
Merchants and Miners Transportation 
company at 1:30 o’clock this morning. 

At 3:15 o’clock the Nantucket was 
still standing by picking up the boats 
from the Monroe with passengers and 
crew... The extent of the damage to 
the Nantucket could not be learned. 

The Monroe left Norfolk at 7 o’clock 
last evening with passengers and 
freight for New York, while the Nan- 
tucket was bound for Norfolk from 
Boston with passengers and freight. 

The revenue cutter Onondaga and 
the wrecking tug I. J. Merritt. have 
started to the Nantucket’s assistance. 

The accident occurred in a heavy 
fog. The wireless between here and 
Virginia Beach is working badly, and 
it is impossible to obtain details. The 
Nantucket is now heading for this 
port. 

Records of the bureau of navigation 
show the Nantucket is a vessel of 1,700 
tons, carrying a crew of 40 men. The 
Monroe is listed as of 2,800 tons and 
carried a crew of 84. She is equipped 
with wireless. 

The Nantucket has saved*85 persons 
from the Monroe, according to a wire- 
less message received at 4:45 a m. 
Captain Johnson, commanding the 
Monroe was reported among the saved. 

Local Old Dominion oficals say that 
the Monroe had a passenger list of be- 
tween 40 and 50. This would indicate 
that the ¢otal loss of life. would ap- 


proximate 40. The Monroe carried a 
crew of 84 men.

LOCKER PERMIT 


Rumors that council's new police 
committee would support the move- 
ment of the Anti-Saloon league to cur- 
tail the sale of liauor by revocation of 
licenses of certain of Atlanta’s lockcr 
clubs were disproved yesterday after- 
noon. 

In the face of an urgent appeal made 
before the committee by Rev. H. M 
DuBose, chairman of the law enforce- 
ment committee of the Anti-Saloon 
league, and following a spirited attack 
by James L. Key, an attorney and 
member of the -school board, on the 
motives of the league, permits were 
granted to eighteen cluDs. 

Permits requested -by three new 
clubs were held in abeyance to VW. 
passed upon at a meeting which Chair- 
man A. R. Colcord will call between 
now and Saturday. 

The clubs held up are Loyal Order of 
Moose, Unity Social and the Sixth Ward 
club, : : 

Four of the erx members of the 
committee passed on the applications. 
They were Chairman A. R. Colcord, 
Alderman Jesse Armistead and Coun- 
cilmen Frank Reynolds and Jesse B. 


Lee. Councilman A. W. Farlinger left 
betore a vote was taken. 


The Permits Gran‘ted. 


The committee will recommend per- 
mits for the following clubs at the 
meeting of council Monday afternoon: 

Piedmont Driving club, Capital City, 
Elks, University, M. & Atlanta, 
Theatrical, Atlanta Athletic, Transpor- 
tation, Central, T. M. A., HKagles, Owls, 
Beavers, Metropolitan, Georgian Ter- 
race, Standard and Turn Verein. 

Three members or the committee 
voted favorably on the application of 
the Loyal Order of Moose. Chafrman 
Colcord opposed the application. He 
will probably make a minority report 
to council, 

The Unity and Sixth Ward clubs will 
also probably go to council with a ma- 
jority of the members of the commit- 
tee recommending the application. 

Reports that several hotels are oper- 
ating “lockers’’ on the club plan for 
the benefit at members will be investi- 
gated by the committee. 

Before taking action on the applica- 
tions of any of the etubs, Chairman 
Colcord invited representatives of the 
Georgia Anti-Saloon :seague to address 
the committee. 

Dr. DuBose appeared for the league. 
His protest against the clubs was based 
on the decisions of the supreme court 
and the court of appeals, and the in- 
terpretation placed on the Georgia pro- 
hibition law in the recent aldosta 
locker club cases. Dr. DuBose argued 
that a municipality is merely the-agent 
of the state in the matter of making 
laws. He pleaded that the committee 
should not recommend permits to clubs 
that have violated law, or clubs 


that have been indicted for any offense* 


against the state.

Mrs. Clark was located last night at 
Paso Robles, and over the long distance 
telephone dictated the following reply 
to the note with the request that it be 
published as demanded in the letter. 

“S want to communicate with you 
fully, concerning my husband's er # 
pearence, I want to know where the 
money is to be paid and in what man- 
ner. I want to know the motive that 
inspired the supposed kidnaping. If 
my husband is held for’ ransom, I will 
entertain the proposition contained in 
the letter addressed to Chief Sebastain, 
but before I definitely commit myself, 
I must know more.” « 

While the local police admitted that 
the letter might be a hoax, every ef- 
fort will be made to trace the writer. 
Failing in this it was announced ne- 
gotiations would be opened for the re- 
turn of Clark, if he is held captive. 

Handwriting experts who examined 
the anonymous letter today asserted 
that part of the‘letter was written by 
a woman and part by a man. The 
postal authorities were asked to assist 
in tracing the sender of the message. 

Mrs. Clark, who is in Paso Robles, 
awaited anxiously a reply to her re- 
quest for further information regard- 
ing the alleged kidnaping in accord- 
ance with demands made in the letter. 


BECAUSE OF J. P.’S 


Chieago, January .29-—A supreme 
court ruling that will determine 
whether marriages performed in Chi- 
cago by justices of the peace are le- 
gal, is expected to result from the ar- 
rest today of Edmund R. Polk, justice 
of the peace. Polk is charged with 
having illegally performed the mar- 
riage ceremony for Julia Gillison, 
aged 14, and Fred Drew. He main- 
tained an office in a building opposite 
the city hall, where licenses to. wed 
are issued. 

The contention 'of the Chicago au- 
thorities is that the municipal court 
act several years ago specifically de- 
prived justices of the peace of any -le- 
gal authority in the city of Chicago. 
The justice contends that being a state 
officer his rights inclide Cook county. 

There have been more than 60,000 
marriage licenses issued each year 
since the passage of the municipal 
court act, and city hall attaches esti- 
Mated today that more than 60 per 
cent of them had been performed by 
justices of the peace. Nearly all of 
those who came from outside the city 
to be married were directed by minor- 
ity city officials to the justices. 

If the position of the Chicago offi- 
cials is upheld, it is likely all these 
marriages will be considered illegal. 


$320,000 REALTY 
~ DEAL WILL BRING 
NEW PLAYHOUSE 


J. B. Frost Buys and Sells 
Peachtree Lot at High Fig- 
ures and Pays $115,000 for 
Houston Lot. 


The ‘sale and resarte of the home of 
Edgar Dunlap, at No. 409 Peachtree 
street, involving the transfer of cen- 
tral and residence property valued at 
$320,000 and the probable erection of 
another downtown theater, was an- 
nounced on Thursday, showing the first 
“big business” in real estate of the 
new year. 

John H. Maddox, of the real estate 
agency of Smith & Ewing, sold the 
Dunlap place to J. B. Frost for a con- 
sideration of $75,000, or at a front 
foot rate of $1,250. The property is 
located on the east side of Peachtr 
street, between Currier and Pine 
streets, and is immediately north of St. 
Luke’s church. The lot fronts 60 feet, 
with a depth of 200. There is a two- 
story, nine-room brick residence on it. 

Mr. Dunlap took in part payment 
the Charles P, Byrd place, in Druid 
Hills, recently purchased by Mr. Frost. 
This place is located on the southeast 
corner of Ponce de Leon avenue and 
Oakdale road. The lot has a frontage 
of 265 feet, with a depth of 310 feet. 
Mr. Dunlap is having the residence on 
this lot remodeled by Hentz & Reid, 
architects, and will occupy it for his 
home. 

Resells at $1,500 Front Foot. 

Through the real estate agency of 
M. C. Kiser, Mr. Frost has resold the 
Dunlap property on Peachtree street to 
J. F. Askew, of Hogansville, for a con- 
sideration of $90,000, or a front foot 
rate of $1,500, and has bought from 
Mr. Askew No. 15 Houston street for 
a consideration of $115,000; or at a 
front foot rate of $2,300.

The gross reéetpts of the Georgia 
Railway and BPlettrie company for 1913 
will exceed $4,250,000—an increase of 
approximately $250,000 over 1912. ac- 
cording to an estimate based on the an- 
nual statement which is being pre- 
pared. 

The gross receipts for 1913 of the 
Southern Bell Telephone company 
amount to exactly $732,564.81—an in- 
crease of $48,779 over 1912. 

Under the law the power and tele-

filed its statement Thursday morning 
and accompanied it with a check of

Increase in Taxes, 


The total taxes on fraachises, 
licenses and income which the” power 
company will pay to the city of Atlanta 
will amount te about $90,000. The 
company also pays a heavy tax to the 
county, the state and the federal gov- 
ernment, all of which amounts to away 
up in six figures. In 1913 the power 
company paid the city an income tax 
of $80,699.38, an increase of $7,176.37 
over the amount paid the year previ- 
ous. . 

The.company pays 2 per cent of the 
gross income which the city is sup- 
posed to collect, but the legislature of 
the state created an act which allows 
the company to subtract its license and 
franchise taxes already paid to the city 
from the total income. 

The same law applies to the tele- 
phone company, and while the 1 per 
cent rate on this company’s income 
amounts to $7,325.64, its check to the 
city to cover the income tax is for only 
$1,548.68. In other words, the company

The store in which they were shot 
was the grocery and feedstuff estab- 
lishment of Waggoner & Waldrop, at 
606 Glenrewood avenue, East Atlanta. 
Four times during the past month this 
place has been burglarized wf money 
and contents. The police were unable 
to apprehend the invaders. 

Numerous burglaries had been com- 
mitted throughout the comunity. For 
the past five days G. H. Waggoner and 
0. O. Waldrop, proprietors end mana- 
gers of the store, kept a nigiitiv 
with shotguns in the hope of cuptur:ng 
the robbers. 

Wednesday they remained 
out the night, and last night, well sup- 
plied with ammunition and a simid- 
night lunch, they statiored thems-lves 
in the rear of the building in 2 spot 
which commanded a full view of the 
entrance. Police headquarters was tel- 
ephoned from various sources that 
three euspicious men had been seen at 
nightfall loitering in the vicinity of 
stores in the section. 

Police Guard Store. 

Consequently, Night Chief KE. L. Jett, 
suspecting that the gang of safe- 
blowers who have been operating over 
the city of late, were scheduled to in- 
vade East Atlanta, sent Plainclothés 
Policemen Gresham, Womack and two 
others to the store of Marbut & Minor, 
two blocks distant from the Waggoner 
& Waldrop building, to secrete them- 
selves, with Winchesters, in the store. 

Had the wounded boys gone to the 
Marbut & Minor store, as the police 
believe they intended, they would have 
received the same reception as at the 
Waggoner & Waldrop place. Waggo- 
ner and .Waldrop, ‘sitting silently on 
sacks of feedstuff in their building, 
guns across their knees, heard the 
youths approach the place about 9:30 
o'clock. 

Upon climbing to the

Their nerves at a 
tension, Waggoner and Waldrop held 
their weapons for action as the in- 
truders crept toward them.

In its dim flare, which 
threw weird shadows about the barn- 
like interior, the guardians caught 
sight of the youth slightly in the rear, 
Standing on tiptoe, with hands out- 
spread to: catch for support in the 
darkness.

The two 
boys advanced a step—within a bare 
six feet of the men. 

The lad with the match was the first 
to catch sight of Waggoner and Wal- 
drop. He stopped short, dismayed. As 
ne fell back a step, the two men raised 
their guns and (fired. The building 
shook from the explosions, the match 
dropped from the wounded boy's fin- 
gers and flickered to the floor. The 
smoke from the shots was stifling. 

 *Don't Shoot,” Cry Boys. 
‘Blended with the detonation that 
rang through the ears of the men, came 
cries from both youths. 

“Don't shoot! Don't shoot! I’m 
Plugged plumb through and through?” 

The voice was that of Underwood. 
Holmes gasped a cry of pain and lay 
silent, momentarily unconscious. Hie 
lay in the spot at which he had been 
wounded, while his pal fell a few steps 
distant, having staggered back from 
the shot.

SMITH-LEVER MEASURE 
THROUGH SENATE TODAY 


29.—<( Special.) 
The Smith-Lever agricultural exten- 
sion bill did not reach a vote in the 
senate this afternoon. The injection 
of a tariff controversy prevented final 
action. Its passage seems assured. 

The senate adopted an amendment to 
the bill as it passed the house increas- 
ing the appropriation for subsequent 
years to $600,000, provided an equal 
amount is raised by the states. 

Thjs increase will stop when it 
reaches $6,000,000 and that figure be 
made permanent. 

An annual appropriation of $10,000 
is made to each state for agricultural 
extension work and the additional ap- 
propriation is to be divided according 
to agricultural population. 

Senator Smith predicted that in two 
more years there will be an adequate 
number of trained Men to carry on this 
work. The senator said: 

“When the bill was first introduced 
two years ago it was felt that the 
smaller sum asked would be splendidly 
spent if we had the trained demonstra- 
tors prepared to go from the colleges 
into the various counties and do the 
teaching we desired done, but we 
doubted finding men prepared for the 
work. The department of agriculture 
and tke colleges of agriculture have in 
the last two years been training men 
for this work.’’ 

It is probable that the bill will pass 
the senate tomorrow and it will then go 
back to the house for concurrence in 
the senate amendments.

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SPEER HAS SPREAD 
FEELING OF FEAR 


DECLARES BARROW 


Accused Judge Has Intimi- 
dated the People, Destroy- 


Says Port Collector. 


SPEER IS DESCRIBED 


- 4 


Asserts Savannah Bar In- 
dorsed Judge for Appeals 
Bench Hoping He Would 
Be Removed to Texas. 


Savannah, Ga., January 29.—David C. 
Barrow, collector of the port of Savan- 
nah and formerly city attorney, today 
told members of the special congres- 
sional committee which is here con- 
ducting an investigation into charges 
of official misconduct on the part of 
Federal Judge Emory Speer, of the 
eouthern district of Georgia, that he 
considered the accused judge unfit to 
preside over a court of law. 

‘Conditions in Judge Speer’s court,” 
Mr. Barrow said, “have been absolute- 
ly intolerable. Judge Speer has, by the 
misuse of his power as a federal judge, 
spread a feeling of fear and intimi- 
dation among the people, destroying 
their independence.” 

“Guilty of Illegal Acts.” 

Other witnesses today charged that 
Judge Speer often has been guilty of 
illegal acts; has imposed unwarranted 
penalties upon defendants in cases be- 
fore his court, and generally has con- 
feiucted himself in a high-handed, ar- 
rogant manner, insulting to lawyers 
and the public. 

Judge Speer was described as a 
“czar” by W. W. Osborne, a Savannah 
attorney, who added that the conceit 
of the accused jurist was “colossal,” 
and his manner “arbitrary and tyran- 
nical.” 

Mr. Osborne said that members of:the 
Savannah bar had indorsed the ap- 
pointment of Judge Speer to the United 
States court of appeals so that he 
would be transferred to Texas. “Not,” 
he added, “as far away as we would 
have liked, but. far enough to afford 
us some relief.” Mr. Osborne declared 
that, in his opinion, “the ends of jus- 
tice demand Judge Speer’s removal.” 

? “Allowed Excessive Fees.” 

Charges that Judge Speer allowed 
excessive fees to the law firm of Tal- 
ley & Heyward, of Macon, Ga, in a 
bankruptwy case in which he was in- 
terested were made by W. C. Snodgrass, 
an attorney of Thomasville, Ga.

Property Owners Must Suff er 


Council’s Delay 


A peculiar situation is that in city 
council just now in regard to the 
proposition of makjng further improve- 
ments on Whitehall and Forsyth 
streets. It develops that, while there 
is hardly a person in council who is 
opposed to an appropriation for the 
continuance of the work on Whitehall 
and Forsyth streets, not a cent has 
been included in the apportionment 
sheet for that purpose. 

The explanation: When the appor- 
tionment sheet was made out, Alder- 
man Harwell, of the first ward, that 
in which the main part of the contem 
plated work is located, was sick and 
there was no one present to represent 
the first ward. As a result, it is said, 
the representatives of the other wards 
diverted all the money to projects for 
the improvement of their own wards, 
and left the first ward out in the cold. 

To meet the situation, the Whitehall 
and Forsyth imyprovement committee, 
which is composed of citizens owning 
property in the first, second and sev- 
enth wards, met and drafted a circular 
letter which has been mailed to the 
mayor and members of council and the 
aldermanic board. 

This letter sets forth concisely the 
case as the committee sees it, and is 


as follows: 
Letter from Committee. 

“The Whitehall and Forsyth improvement 
committee desire to call attention to the 
very peculiar position in which you place 
these streets, through failure to award a 
fair amount for 1914 work: 

“First—The city forced the adoption of a 
permanent grade for Whitehal and South 
Forsyth streets before property owners were 
even allowed to approach the finance com- 


mittee. 
“‘Second—Property owners now stand 
legally notified tnat all buildings must be 
erected to conform with the prospective 
grade, which varies from a 5-foot cut to an 


8-foot fill. 

“Third—A tax increase for 1914 has al- 
ready been added to this property based on 
the prospective good to be gained by the 
grade, 

The net result is this: 

“Pirst—We can not build on account of 
indefinite time of adjusting grades, and sev- 
eral costly buildings are being delayed or 
will be lost to Atlanta entirely. 

“Second—We can not sell under such cir- 
cumstances. 

“Third—We are called upon 
creased taxes. 

“We do not object to increased taxes so 
much as to putting our properties in sus- 
pense where we can neither improve or sell 
them. 

“We do not propose to draw street, ward 
or rectional Jines, but we do insist that 
every other one of the main five arteries 
have had their day in council and that 
Whitehall, the main retail street of our city, 
should not be held back as it has been and

is being while projects of far less merit 
and of more recent origin are being aided. 

“The petty amount of $3,600 has been re- 
ceived from the city to date, and the project 
apparently abandoned. 

“(Signed 
“WHITEHALL AND FORSYTH IMPROVE- 

MENT OMMITTEE.” 

Other arguments advanced by the 
Whitehall and Forsyth improvement 
committee are that, although more 
than a year ago council adopted a per- 
manent grade on Whitehall street, 
which also includes the establishment 
of a similar grade on Forsyth at the 
junetion and on streets which intersect 
Whitehail, and at the same time agreed 
to do the work in sections. 

The first section of the work, which 
has just been completed between Mitch- 
ell street and Garnett street, cost in 
the neighborhood of $45,000, of which 
amount the city only gave $3,500, the 
property owners and the county donat- 
ing the balance in cash and work 
done. 

Since the completion of the work on 
these two blocks the property ownery, 
who art first believed their property 
damaged, have already received great- 
ly increased offers both for rents and 
sales. One man who threatened to 
bring suit for damages, was at the 
time receiving $110 per month. He has 
since received an offer of $285 per 
month. Other owners have offered to 
purchase the leases of some of their 
tenants. 


Wants Promise Kept. 


The committee is now trying to get 
council to carry forward the work upon 
another section of the street, in ac- 
cordance with its promise. While the 
committee estimates that the entire 
job of completing the Whitehall and 
Forsyth Improvements will aggregatv 
$110,000, tney are asking only for any 
amount that council feels it can afford 
to give for the carrying forward of 
another section of the work. 

Members of the committe? said yes- 
terday that while not a cent hus been 
apportioned to Whitehall, the work 
for which has long been outlined and 
agreed upon, money in the present 
sheet has been apportioned to projects 
which have been originated only in 
the last six months and do not in any 
manner relieve the conditions on the 
main arteries of commerce. The com- 
mittee states that it is not fighting 
these other projects, but that it bde- 
liaves Whitehall should not be left 
entirely out of the sheet. 

“As the result of factional fe2ling in 
council,” said one member of the com- 
mittee, ‘‘Whitehall street has been 
made the ‘goat.’ Especially in view o* 
the fact that the property owners had 
to make an affidavit last year that they 
would not ask back any of the money 
they spent in the recent improvement, 
it does seem that something is due ‘is 
for further improvements as have been 
sanctioned by the city. 


Improvements Held Up. 


At present, it is said, 
half a million dollars’ worth of build- 
ings are being held back on account of 
a lack of action on the Whitehall prop- 
osition. A uniform grade has been 
agreed upon, but no money is provided 


that nearly | 


to assure a builder that this grade} 
will actually be put into effect. The 
result is that he does not know on 
what level to erect his building. A 
large manufacturing concern, which 
owns its site at Forsyth and Brother- 
ton streets, has been waitin for 
months for some action on the White- 
hall grade so that it could build a 
structure costing $100,000. Greenville. 

C., has telegraphed that concern 
and offered to give it a site in that city 
if it will build there. A number of 
other such projects on Whitehall and 
Forsyth streets are not way being de- 
layed, Dut actually imperiled by the 
failure to provide money and uncer- 
tainty as to when the grade wijl be 
adjusted. 

Four of the five main arteries lead- 
ing into Five Points, the committee 
points out, have been brought to a per- 
manent and widened grade. These are 
Peachtree, Edgewood, Marietta and 
Decatur streets. Whitehall alone is 
left. Yet this is being neglected for 
improvements in the outskirts of the 
city, which cannot possibly relieve the 
situation in the center of the city. 

Not only does Whitehall lead direct- 
ly to the center of the city from all 
the south side, West End, Bast Point. 
College Park, Hapeville and other su- 
burbs, but Forsyth street, which will 
also be improved by this section of 
the work, is the only direct route from 
the south side to the north side of the 
city. 

‘It seems unreasonable,” said one 
member of the committee, “that a pro- 
ject of this importance affecting as it 
does the main artery through the cen- 
ter of the city connecting the north 
and the south sides and affecting espe- 
cially the main retail street, should be 
overlooked or. sidetracked simply be- 
cause the alderman in whose ward a 
part of the work lay was sick in the 
hospital at the time the finance sheet 


was made up.”

Will Test the Law. 

Counsel for the defense stated to 
newspaper men following the trial that 
the hearing for retrial will be but a 
move to test the strength and validity 
of the Atlanta charter amendment en- | 
dowing an Atlanta police officer with 
full arresting authority in cities over 
the state, if he be equipped with war- 
rant and proper legal papers. 

Thus far no such test has ever been 
made of the act. The foundation of 
Coker’s defense in this afternoon’s 
trial was the act by the legislature, 
which. as was contended by his at- 
torneyvs, legalized the arrest of the 
Gainesville business man, which re- 
sulted in the detective’s arraignment. 

The arrest was made in April, 1913, 
upon a warrant issued in the office of 
an Atlanta justice of the peace court, 
charging perjury against H. H. Griggs, 
of Gainesville. Coker’s trial has been 
pending in the Hall county superior 
court for several months.

“Tt was absurd,” the chief said, “and 
it looked as though the judge was 
playing politics all through the case.

The contention of the prosecuticen 
was that Coker, being an Atlanta offi- 
cer, had no. arresting authority in 
Gainesville, and, that in the case of 
the warrant he served on his pris- 
oner, he should have turned the arrest 
over to a Gainesville officer. 

The arraignment created consider- 
able sensation. A strenuous fight was 
put up ty the defense. District Attor- 
ney W. E. McMillan was represented 
in the prosecution by B. P. Gaillard, 
and the proceedings were witnessed by 
overflowing audiences. 


Arrested H. H. Griggs. 


During April, of last year, Coker ar- 
rested H. H. Griggs, a prominent pro- 
duce merchant and broker of this city 
on a charge of perjury. The arrest 
was made at the instigation of H. H. 
Foster, a merchant of Atlanta, who 
accused Griggs of having sworn false- 
ly in a transaction concerning legal 
accounts. 

Griggs was held in the station house 
here until he was later transferred to 
Atlanta. Upon arraignment he was 
acquitted. .His charge of false impris- 
onment was carried before the grand 
jury several months ago. A true bill 
was returned and Coker notified of the 
action. 

Griggs is prominently § associated 
with a number of business concerns 
in Gainesville. He is a son of Dr. J. 
Griggs, one of the most widely known 
physicians in north Georgia. The 
matters involved in his arrest by | 
Coker were accounts concerning 
transactions between him and Foster. 


Coker has been a member of the 
police department for a period of ten 
years or more. He formerly was a uni- 
formed patrolman, having been pro- 
moted to detective duty several years 
past. He was associated in the in- 
vestigation of the Mary Phagan mur- 
der, and has a good record for service.

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AWFUL TALES TOLD LAWYERS PRESENT CASE 


BY MANY CONVICTS OF POVERCOMPANES 


OF CONVICT GUARD 


Clyde Thomason N arrowly 
Misses Indictment as Re- 
sult of Evidence Submitted 
to Grand Jury Thursday. 


PROBE IS NOT ENDED, 
SAYS PHILIP WELTNER 


“One Convict: Declared He 
Was Beaten Until He Fell 
to the Ground in an In- 
sensible Condition. 


Eight striped convicts, all men serv- 
ing various sentences in the Fulton 
county chaingang, and all incarcerated 
at the Adamsville camp, told shocking 
and revolting tales of cruel and inhu- 
man treatment, rotten food and insan- 
dtary living conditions to the Fulton 
county grand jury, called in special 
session, on Thursday. The evidence re- 
suited in the near-indictment of Clyde 
Thomason, a guard, employed by the 
county at the Adamsville camp, on a 
charge of assault with intent to mur- 
der in shooting J. H. Harris, a con- 
vict. 

The failure of Acting Foreman J. 
Frank Beck, of the grand jury, to sign 
the indictment after the probers had 
voted unanimously for the guard’s in- 
dictment. stayed legal proceedings at 
least temporarily. 

Probe Not Ended. 

Philip Weltner, widely+known prison 
investigator, upon whose advice Solic- 
itor General Dorsey called a special 

peting of the grand jury to probe the 
‘eharges against Guard Thomason, 
stated last night that the probe of the 
affair had not by any means ended 
through the clerical error on the part 
of the grand jury foreman. 

It is rumored that the grand jury 
will meet today to rectify the mistake 
made by the foreman of the body, but 
this could not be confirmed. 

The testimony of the eight convicts, 
all of them men sent to the [Fulton 
c.unty gang on various charges and 
serving various sentences, were revolt- 
ing and at the same time extraordinari- 
ly pregnant with startling allegations. 

The probe of Thursday really caine 
as a direct result of the shouting of 
convict Harris recently. It was al- 
leged that Harris, chainad ty.a crew of 
other convicts, had broken ever one of 
the minor rules in force at the Adams- 
ville camp. He was to he flogged for 
the offense. 

Guard Thomason called to him as 
Harris was marching cut of the sleep- 
ing barracks, chained te his fellcew 
prisoners, and, it is allegd, said to him, 
“You’re going to be whipped.” 

Harris, it is alleged, reached to the 
ground and picked up a piece of tree 
limb. This he held in a defensive at- 
titude, it is alleged, and when Guard 
Thomason advanced, Harris is said to 
have shouted, “You are not going to 
whip. me, now or ever.” 

The guard then, it is alleged, pumped 
a slug-laden shell into his repeating 
rifle and discharged the weapon di- 
rectly at Harris. 

Said It Was Murder. 

As Harris sank in his shackles, it is 
alleged that.one of his fellow prison- 
ers grasped him in his arms and eased 
him to the ground. -. The fellow con- 
Vict is then alleged to have said: 

“You've murdered this man; it’s cow- 
ardiy murder.”

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WEALTHIN THIS DEVELOPMENT. 


J. Phil Campbell, chief of farm demon- 
stration work in Georgia, and therefore a 
specialist on all matters pertaining to agri- 
culture, has bought a 360-acre farm in De- 
catur county, which he is going to devote to 
hog-raising.

The soil and climatological conditions that 
make Brooks a principality for hams extend 
to other counties in that belt. Any county 
in the wiregrass can be made to rival Brooks 
if it sets about the job on business-like prin- 
ciples. Practically any county in the state 
could make an approximate showing. 

When it comes to cattle, each county in 
Georgia enters the contest upon virtually an 
equal footing. It is possible that south Geor- 
gia has a slight handicap by reason of its 
proximity to Florida and its longer open sea- 
son. But the difference is virtually neg- 
ligible. In central and north Georgia there 
are in each county splendid possibilities for 
hog and cattle culture, whether the farmer 
wants to “single shot” or whether he turns 
to the hog and the steer asa sensible means 
of increasing his income and hedging against 
the tyranny of cotton. ) 

‘When it comes to sheep, Georgia has an 
advantage probably possessed in like meas- 
u . by no other state in the country. The

editor of The Chicago Live Stock World, as 
prophesying that within the next five years 
there will be a national famine of mutton. 
There is no reason why there should be a 
famine in the south, or the east, for that 
matter, so far as Georgia is concerned.

Why should not the farmers of north Geor- 
gia, by a little timely foresight and trivial 
investment, set about now to prepare to 
reap a harvest against the day of scarcity 
and high prices? 

The reviving of the hog, cattle and sheep 
industries means a packing house interest 
in this state that in itself should make the 
state rich. With the development of Geor- 
gia’s enormous latent possibilities in these 
lines will come an enormous gain in direct 
wealth. Collaterally, there will be an end 
to the indefensible economic folly that 
causes us yearly to send our cotton profits 
west and north for beef and féedstuff. The 
boll weevil doesn’t worry cattle, hogs or 
sheep. The parasitic enemies of these ani- 
mals already are well on the way to control. 
Only man’s indifference presents obstacles. 

Cattle, hogs, sheep and corn hedging 
cotton and not cotton hedging these vital 
industries, comprise Georgia’s highway to a 
debt-free wealth beyond the visions of the 
most exuberant optimist of our day. 


AFTER HUERTA,. WHAT? 


The announcement from Washington that 
the administration is again considering lift- 
ing the ban on the transfer of arms across 
t= horder to the Mexican constitutionalists 
gives rise legitimately to the question: Has 
President Wilson made 2 tentative choice of 
an individual to succeed Huerta? 

The principal fault the lay mind has here- 
tofore found with the Mexican policy of the 
president has been its seeming lack of defi- 
niteness. All were agreed that the elimina- 

tion of the bloody Huerta should be a sine

qua non to any settlement. But after 
Huerta, what? The more than three years’ 
turmoil in the southern republic has ap- 
peared to produce no one personality capable 
of making greater progress than has Huerta 
himself. It was said a few days ago that the 
president was considering de la Barra, ad 
interim president who succeeded Porfirio 
Diaz, as a satisfactory successor to Huerta. 
De la Barra’s apparently universal accepta- 
bility gave color to the report. ‘ 

And now comes the semi-official rumor 
that the United States may seek to end the 
protracted and dangerous uncertainty in 
Mexico by giving the constitutionalists free 
access to arms, a course that would be equiv- 
alent to recognizing their belligerency. Car- 
ranza, the titular head of the constitution- 
alists, has hardly demonstrated his ability 
to pacify the country. Recently he broke 
off negotiations with the envoy of Mr. Wil- 
son, the real reason being that Carranza 
could not guarantee to control his generals 
or his soldiers in the event of victory. And 
if we cannot hold in hand men assumedly 
under military oath, how can he manage a 
tremendous aggregate of citizenry who 
seem to recognize no law but the law of 
the rifle and the ambuscade? Pancho Villa 
is impossible. His military sucesses have 
been spectacular, but his methods smack 
more of a crude and barbarous bandit 
chieftain than of a man qualified for quasi- 
civil administration. 

President Wilson’s mind is too well 
disciplined and far-seeing not to have some 
objective point to his present baffling 
policy. Obviously, he must hold some card 
up his sleeve, since it is a refreshing char- 
acteristic that he does not solve his prob- 
lems in tlre newspapers. But until the presi- 
dent makes plain his intention the average 
man’s conception of the Mexican problem 
will be something resembling a cross be- 
tween a red flanne# dream and a Chinese 
puzzle. 


7HE CASE OF WHITERALL. 


Among the most urgent street develop- 
ment projects calling upon council is the 
completion of the Whitehall street improve- 
ment from Mitchell to the junction with For- 
syth street. The plan to which the city was 
two years ago committed originally called 
for the regrading Of the street between these 
two points, lowering and elevating the grade 
alternately to make Whitehall an easily 
negotiable thoroughfare. 

The work was temporarily halted by the 
calamitous appeal to the courts to stop At- 
lanta’s “moral obligation” method of public 
improvements. To meet the situation the 
council of 1913 provided for completion of 
the Whitehall street work between Mitchell 
and Garnett, committing the city, by every 
law of common sense and honor, to a policy 
of finishing the whole task by sections as 
succeeding ‘councils might provide for it. 
The first section, between Mitchell and Gar- 
nett, has been completed at a total cost of 
$45,000, to which sum the city contributed 
only $3,500. The remainder of the improve- 
ment is of course up to this and succeeding 
councils. 

As a result of a peculiar situation in 
council, the fulfillment of the city’s implied 
obligation with regard to Whitehall is now 
at a standstill. Alderman Harwell, who 
would otherwise have pushed the interests 
of his ward as a member of the finance 
committee, was ill when the project was 
broached before that committee. As a con- 
sequence, Whiteliall has been inadvertently 
left out in the cold. The product of this 
condition is that not only are the expecta- 
tions of the property-owners defeated, as to 
their present plans, but they are unjustly 
called on to pay an increase valuation on 
taxes for the improved strip long before the 
improvement of the whole project is au- 
thorized. 

In the meantime, half a million dollars’ 
worth of buildings are being held back be- 
cause of the uncertain condition of the en- 
terpfise. The city has. committed itself to 
the regrading of the street, but, paradox- 
ically, there it ends. 

The situation is unjust to Whitehall, and 
to the whole city, since Whitehall is part 
of the city’s greatest north and south ave- 
nue. If it is impossible to take care of the 
next section of the work in the regular Jan- 
uary apportionment sheet, special provision 
should be made for it without delay. The 
improvement is fraught with too great im- 
portance to the whole city, and the city’s 
good faith is too closely involved, to permit 
this development to be further delayed.

Radium and the Early 
Recognition of Cancer 


Editor Constitution: Apropos of the 
prominence which radium is assuming as a 
therapeutic agent in the treatment of ma- 
lignant tumors, it is not untimely to lay 
especial emphasis upon its known limitations 
as a curative agent in canoer. 


Radium does not cure all cases of cancer, 
and should not be regarded as a panacea for 
all tumor ills. 

Dr. J. C. Bloodgood, surgical pathologist 
to the Johns Hopkins hospital, and a recog- 
nized authority on “tumors,” has repeatedly 
urged that more cases of cancer can be cured 
by early operations—by educating the peo- 
ple and doctors to regard chronic ulcera- 
tions and growths on the body as precan- 
ecerous lesions. By a precancerous lesion is 
meant a wart, or mole or tumor which, under 
the influence of trauma or brasion and in- 
creasing age, manifests a tendency to be- 
come malignant—to change from a benign, 
harmless growth into a growth the cure of 
which defies the skill of the greatest men in 
surgery. Some of the cancers and other ma- 
lignant growths start as such, and if the 
people and the surgeons should regard all 
growths as malignant until they are proved 
to be otherwise, cancer would not present 
such a fearful mortality. Leading’surgeons 
do not advocate the radium treatment for 
those tumors which are seen early and are 
amenable to radical surgical treatment. 

It is imperative for the patient with can- 
cer early or late to understand that radium 
is in the experimental stage, apparently 
healing with rapidity some cancers, aggra- 
vating others, and having no discoverable 
effect upon others. 

Nearly all of the cancers treated. with 
radium are in the late stage and are not 
amenable to surgical treatment. [It 1s well 
for the patient with early cancer to know 
that intelligent surgery gives the greatest 
hope of cure. 

As Dr. L. Amster has pointed out, we need 
more radium, and aintil-this radit™m is se- 
cured we should give the patient the bene- 
fit of every doubt and not experiment with 
smalt quantities of the precious mineral. The 
surgeon who sees the early case of cancer 
holds the patient’s life in his hands, and he 
should be willing to employ the treatment 


ber of cures. 

As very little is known about the cause 
of cancer and the conditions under which it 
flourishes our greatest hope for reducing 
its high mortality les in its early recogni- 
tion—its complete removal before it has in- 
vaded the neighboring glands and territory 
about the original growth. Unfortunately, 
the majority of physicians have not had 
training which enables them to recognize 
the earliest forms of cancer, and it is a 
known fact (a shame upon our profession) 
that we watch tumors grow until the patient 
himself becomes alarmed and seeks the ad- 
vice of a surgeon who has to fight the bat- 
tle with a formidable foe whose strength 
is triple or quadruple what it was when 
first noticed by the patient or physician. 

The analysis of the cases of cancer treat- 
ed at the Johns Hopkins hospital shows that 
the majority of the living patients were 
among those having an early complete oper- 
ation—an operation in which the growth and 
tissue about it and the neighboring glands 
were removed. 

Should radium, properly used in the hands 
of skilled surgeons, be found to cure the 
majority of cases, there still remains the 
most important consideration—early recog- 
nition. 
| As every one knows, there is an incipient 
stage in nearly every disease; let us com- 
pare tuberculosis with cancer in this re- 
spect. It is a settled fact that tuberculosis 
is more amenable to treatment in the early 
stages, and we begin to institute treatment 
as soon as a diagnosis i¢ made, or if doubt- 
ful, the patient is given the benefit of the 
doubt and adopts fresh air, dietetic and oth- 
er forms of treatment. Why not try to 
grasp the situation in early cancer, out- 
spoken or doubtful, and give the patient the 
benefit of honest and skillful treatment from 
the hands of a surgeon. Cancer is more 
fatal than tuberculosis, and when treated 
early would not necessitate procedures 
which would be alarming to the patient.

Moscow, the understudy of St. Peters- 
burg as capital of the Russian empire, is as 
large as Philadelphia and resembles that city 
as closely as whiskers resembles Dutch 
cheese, 

Moscow is so foreign, in fact, that the 
moving picture show has scarcely obtained 
a foothold there, and the horse still competes 
successfully with the automobile. 

Moscow lies on the banks of the river 
Moskva, which wanders through thé city at 
will in the springtime and is connected with 
St. Petersburg, 400 miles north, by the night 
express, which is four hours late. Viewed 
from a distance the city looks like a gigan- 
tic turnip patch, bottom side up. This is 
an optical illusion, however, as the turnips 
are merely church spires. There are more 
churches in Moscow than there are cabarets 
in New York, but their effect upon the cfvili- 
zation of the city does not seem to be quite 
so good. 

Moscow is profusely afflicted with old 
cobblestone paving, and a trip through the 
city in a drosky behind a lean horse witha 
tall gothic collar is as interesting as a trip 
down the Coney Island bump-the-bumps. The 
citizens, judged from the streets, seem to be 
composed equally *of priests, soldiers and 
long-bearded men .in fur-lined dressing 
gowns, It is not up to date, but it has man- 
aged to accumulate its million people and 
enough manufacturers to Keep them busy 
without a commercial club, which is better 
than any American city can do. 

Moscow is 800 vears old and was once the 
capital of Russia, but owing to the difficulty 
of moving the Baltic sea into the city it lost 
its job 200 years ago and is now merely 
a winter resort for royalty. Among the 
prominent men who have been entertained 
in Moscow was Napoleon, who visited it in 
1812—at which time the city was burned in 
his honor.

Editor Constitution: I 
once any expert or scientific knowledge of 
pliant breeding. My work consists in the 
careful selection of perfect plants and heads 
and their propagation in the “seed plot.” 
I have taken great pains to preserve the 
distinct variety and to Keep it free from all 
noxious grass and weed seed. Of course 
all my seed oats for field planting are care- 
fully recleaned on a power fanning and 
grading mill and then given the formalde- 
hyde treatment in a “smut machine.” One 
often hears of a certain seed of oats “run- 
ning out.” Suppose the skill and knowledge 
employed in breeding and selecting seed 
corn was applied to seed oats, would we 
not soon have a great southern oat—would 
not our yield be immediately increased many 
bushels per acre? There is not a nigger 
farmer in Georgia who would go about get- 
ting his seed corn in the way our best 
farmers go about getting their seed oats. 
Wouldn't vou feel like shooting a farimer 
who would drive up to a grocery store in 
the spring and buy a sack of northern or 
western corn with which to plant his crop”? 
Would you think much better of one who 
went into his barn and picked up corn just 
as he came to it—not throwing out nubbins, 
immature, rotten, or weevil-eaten ears—not 
even dubbing off the ends? These are iden- 
tically the ways in which 99 per cent of our 
farmers obtain their seed oats. Is there any 
wonder that it “runs out?” Is it not a 
wonder that it holds up as well as it does? 
I am in the seed oat business because I 
consider it the finest chance for d3'ns some- 
thing worth while in our southern agricul- 
ture of today. 


Fulghum Oats. 

1 will tell you briefly what I know about 
the Fulghum oats. Several years ago I had 
some correspondence with Mr. Fulghum, of 
Warren county, Georgia, whose name this 
variety bears. The story goes that Mr. Ful- 


to say that these oats are unusual in the 
matter of tillering—I rather think they are 
not, but I can state that there is sreat 
uniformity in the height and size of the 
stalks on each stool and this is true also of 
the head. 

A Beardless Oat. 

The Fulghum oat is practically a beard- 
less oat. It may be asked, of what account 
is this feature? In the first place, i is 
contended that beards serve no possible good 
purpose and that they are to some extent 
injurious to stock. Certain it is that none 
of the fine oats of Europe or this country 
carry beards. But the great drawback to 
the bearded oat is getting it through the 
drill; and drilling oats of course, the 
only proper way to put them in. None of 
the “agitators,” “force feeds” or other de- 
vices to prevent “bridging” and “choking” 
have proven effective. I can show you today 
in the same field, sown by the same drill, 
wretched stands of Appler and Texas beard- 
ed oats and right along side perfect stands 
of Fulghum oats. I regard this as an im- 
portant item. The experiment station and 
agricultural department. are working hard 
to get rid of the beard on barley, rye, oats. 
The Fulghum oats feed through a grain drill 
with mathematical accuracy. This oat does 
not shatter, still it comes clean of chaff in 
the thrash. 


Food Value and Vield. 

I have had this oat analyzed in the 
Quaker Oat company’s laboratory in Chicago. 
It was pronounced by Mr. Murray, manager 
of the company, an oat that would “mill” 
the very best quality of “oat meal” and 
rolled oats. I assume from this report that 
if Fulghum oats is welcome to the fastidious 
palate of man it would be acceptable to 
most Georgia shave-tailed mules. 

I have made no extended comparison be- 
tween the vield of the Fulghum and other 
varieties. Growers claim 20,°30 and’ 40 per 
cent excess yields for the Fulghum. There 
is no doubt of its being a heavy producer. 
Last season was a great season in my sec- 
tion for the Fulghum oats and on account of 
drought a very hard one on all late vari- 
eties. The average yield was greatly in 
favor ef the Fulghum oats with us. The 
Appler yielded about 56 bushels and the 
Fulghum about 72 bushels to the acre. 

I come now to the last and most impor- 
tant characteristic of this justly celebrated 
oat. I say celebrated, for I have shipped 
the seed in larze quantities to every south- 
ern state and to Missouri and to New York. 
The south is not by nature especially adapt- 
ed to oat culture. It is too hot and too 
dry. Still, splendid and profitable crops of 
oats can be grown here. South Carolina 
holds the world’s record in oats, just as 
does in corn—183 bushels to the acre, Erown 
in Chesterfield county. The oat is nothing 
more nor less than a monster grass, growing 
thick on the ground and designed to yiel 
vast quantities of both forage and grain 
This requires a trenfendous amount of mois- 
ture and a comparatively low temperature. 
Oats cannot flourish like cotton in the heat 
and drought. I have planted oats from Rus- 
sia, Sweden, England. Canada, Maine—beau- 
tiful oats. Its germination is fine, it was 
cold proof, it grew with big stalks and broad 
blades—a grand looking plant, but it did not 
begin to head out until late in June. It 
simply withered and died under our summer 
sun—the yield was nothing The weather 
bureau figures show it, vou aH know it, that 
there is a rapid rise of tempé¢rature from, say, 
the first of April to the first of June. There 
is, roughly speaking. a difference of 20 de- 
grees in the temperature of these ‘two 
dates. The rainfall grows less and the same 
amount counts for much towards the 
end of this period by reason of the rapid 
evaporation. Of course, it is at this critical 
time in its growth that the plant must have 
abundance of moisture. If it is lacking now 
but for a short time the crop will be injured 
or ruined. All thoughtful farmers, all sceien- 
tific investigators, of southern oat eulture 
agree on this point, that the early oat is the 
oat. There may come a season favorable to 
both early and late oats, but there is never 
a season unfavorable to early 6ats and 
favorable to late ones—though the reverse 
of this is often true. Among the many other 
advantages of the early-maturing oats are 
these: The harvesting fits in admirably with

gzhum bought from a store, as is the deplor- 
able practice among most of our farmers, 
some ordinary oats—Texas or perhaps Okla- 
homa. These he sowed in the usual way. 
In the spring he noticed a stool of thes» 


oats ripening several weeks in advance of ill 
the others. He gathered these carefully, 
sowed in his garden and from this sinzle 
stool of oats came the now famous Fulghum 
seed. 

Dr. C. W. Warburton and H. B. Derr, of 
the bureau of cereal investigation, depart- 
ment of agriculture, when shown a field on 
my place at harvest time, agreed that the 
wonderful uniformity and trueness to tvne 
of these oats showed conclusively that they 
were derived from one grain. [ will men- 
tion in passing that both these gentlemen 
were most favorably impressed with the 
Fulghum oats and that they ordered from 
me a considerable quantity to be distributed 
over the south and west for experimental 
purposes. . 


Cold Resistant. 

In the few yéars that I have been plant- 
ing these oats they have shown cold re- 
sistant qualities which, to speak conserva- 
tively, make them certainly the equal and, | 
believe, the superior of any oat in this 
respect. For instance, in 1911 I planted ten 
acres of Fulghum oats December 20. Very 
cold weather followed; the ground was froz- 
en hard. On January 5 the temperature was 
at 30, and from that date to the 23d there 
were only two days that it did not drop 
below the freezing point—on the 14th it 
fell to 15, and on the 16th to 16. Still the 
oats struggled through the last of January, 
ripened two weeks ahead of the Appler oats 
planted two months earlier and yielded 66 
bushels to the acre. Again last season some 
of my Fulghum oats were very forward. 
Early in March acres of them were “in the 
boot,” in many places the heads peeping out 
and in some places the heads fully out. On 
March 7 the temperature fell to 30 and on 
the 8th it Was at 31. On both days ice a 
quarter of an inch formed in-the horsetrough 
and a frost fell that looked like snow on the 
oat field, remaining until 10 o’clock in the 
day. I scraped from the heads of oats enough 
frost to make a ball as big as an egg. Not 
an oat was injured. As you all know the 
danger periods from cold are when the 
plants are in the “white sprout” and again 
when in “the boot.” The experience of every 
one in my section who has planted it con- 
firms my Own, that of all varieties of oats 
ever planted there, it is the most cold re- 
sistant. 

Freedom From Rust. 


I am further able to testify from observa- 
tion and experience that this Variety, as 
compared to the native Appler, the Texas or 
the Oklahoma, is vastly their Superior in 
freedom from rust. Last year, as you all 
remember, was a bad year for rust. Stil] 
while in a forty-acre field of Appler oats 
that suffered badly, in an adjoining field of 
fifty acres of Fulghum oats there was no 
rust at all.

y, Vigorous oat, growi 
limit of the soil and <ainene tea Tt 
uniformity ef growth and regularity of ma- 
turity are among its commendable features. 

Its power of germination even when ap- 
parently badly weather damaged is remark- 
able. In test after test I have gotten 100 
per cent germination. And the same po- 
tency is shown in field planting. 

I have seen the Fulghum oat crop se- 
verely tested in droughts. Last season was 
a notable example of this, and its powers 
of resistance were manifest, showing — its 
deep root system. 

Another feature to be commented on in 
these oats is their sturdy upstanding habit. 
They “lodge” and blow down ‘less than any: 


oat I nave ever observed. I am not able 


pst farm work; the crop will be most 
welcome to the work and other stock: the 
barn and crib, though they should not be, 
, may be, and probably are, empty. But the 
great consideration is that you get your 
land free for other crops two to three weeks 
earlier when lk ulghum These 
two or three weeks count big. You can so 
much better spare the time then to prepare 
and plant your oat land. Your chance of 
growing after oats a profitable corn and 
cotton, or even pea and potato crop is in- 
finitely better when planting Fulghum oats.

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~ NO FOREIGN CRISIS. 
~ DECLARES WILSON 


President Outlines’ Status 
of American Diplomatic 
Problems--He’s Still Wait- 
ing in Regard to Mexico. 


Washington, January 29.—President 
Wilson outlined informally today the 
status of problems of American diplo- 
macy brought into the foreground of 
public attention by his recent confer- 
ence with the'senate committee on for- 
eign relations. He reiterated -with em- 
phasis that no crisis was at’hand in 
any of the questions he had discussed, 
unless the Mexican situation could be 
construed as in the nature of a per- 
petual crisis, fraught always with .the 
possibility of sudden change or unex- 
pected developments. : 

In divulging some of the more impor 
tant facts concerning American foreign 
policy, the president sounded a warning 
against unwarranted speculation in the 
press on foreign questions, indicating 


that governments frequently were em- 


barrassed by unfounded reports. 
Still “Watchful and Waiting.” 

The president made it clear that 
while he had been taken up the rela- 
tions with Mexico, Japan, Great Brit- 
ain and the general arbitration treaties 
simultaneously with the senators, thegie 
problems were not grouped together as 
having any bearing on the Mexican sit- 
uation. 

With respect to Mexico, the president 
let it be known that the only settled 
part of his policy at present was to 
continue the course of watchful wait- 
ing, but that this was a day-to-day 
conviction with him, subject to devel- 
opments. He has not made up his 
mind to lift the embargo in arms, but 
is considering arguments for and 
against such a course. He does not 
hesitate to admit that thus far the 
practical operation of the denial of 
arms to both factions has been to pre- 
vent the constitutionalists from getting 
munitions of war from their only ex- 
ternal source—the American border— 
while the Huerta government with its 
‘seaports, is able to purchase from for- 
eign governments generally. 

Japan Not Aiding Huerta. 

In this connection the president pro- 
nounced as false the report that the 
Japanese government was supplying 
munitions of wartothe Huerta govern- 
ment. This was inquired into by Am- 
bassador Guthrie at Tokio, who learned 
that one shipment of arms oo to 
Mexico from a Japanese commercial 
house, and that another consignment 
was to be sent. The president made it 
clear that the United States never had 
asked any nation to restrict exporta- 
tions.of arms to Mexico, knowing that 
this government possessed no such 
right and that special legislation would 
have to be enacted by each country to 
prohibit commercial transactions. 

The president believes that the for- 
eign governments are doing all they 
can to show a friendly spirit toward the 
United States in the Mexican situation. 
The American government realizes that 
the Huerta administration has a plenti- 
ful supply of ammunition and .arms. 
President Wilson is informed that Gen- 
eral Huerta is 
abroad, but is “living on the country” 
by forced contributions and increased 
taxes—a situation that is producing 
much dissatisfaction in Mexico, . ac- 
cording to official reports here. 

Officially nothing is known about the 
reported transfer of Sir Lionel Carden, 
British minister to Mexico, and admin- 
istration officials here realize that for 
Great Britain to send another minister 
to present his credentials to Huerta 
would mean recognition anew. 
| United States and Japan. 


As to relations between the United 
States and Japan it became known 
that the two governments were dis- 
_cussing various proposals to cement 
friendly relations, but that negotia- 
tions over the merits of the California 
alien land question had been closed. 
The United States government, it was 
learned, views that phase of the ques- 
tion as concluded because the federal 
government cannot under the constitu- 
tion dictate to a state what its land 
laws should contain, and because no 
court decision has defined whether or 
not a treaty can override a state law or 
vice versa. It is understood this con- 
tention as well as the. doubt of the 
United States on whether or not any 
treaty with Japan actually was violat- 
ed were the underlying reasons for the 
determination of the American govern- 
‘ment to bring out a new treaty or 
some other proposal that would make 
perfectly evident the sincere friendship 
of the American people to Japan. Noth- 
ing along this line, however, has been 
formulated. 


Japan Watches Immigration Bill. 


Viscount Chinda, the Japanese am- 
bassador, conferred with Secretary 
Brvan today. The Japanese govern- 
ment is taking a deep interest, it is 
known, in pending immigration legisla- 
tion, as it might affect Japan. Secre- 
tary Bryan, it became known, has ex- 

ressed his approval of the letter sent

Old Religion Prescribed for 
Chinese by President Yuan 
Shi Kai—Missionaries Say 
Work Won't Be Stopped. 


| 


Perking, China, January 29.—A bill 
prescribing the worship of Heaven and 
of Confucius by the president of the 
Chinese republic, was passed today by 
the administrative council, which took 
the place of the Chinese parliament, 
recently dissolved by President Yuan 
Shi Kai. The measure was submitted 
to the council by Yuan Shi Kai him- 
self. 

It is understood that the president's 
idea is to set an example to the Chinese 
nation, which he thinks needs the mor- 
al building influence or religion. The 
president will worship at the temple of 
Confucius and at the temple of Heaven 
annually in the same way as the Man- 
chu emperors did, but without wear- 
ing the diadem. The aiadem was pro- 
posed, but was not adopted owing to a 


criticism that it would be taken as an- [| 


other indication of Yuan Shi Kai's mon- 
archial. designs. 

The question of tne introduction of 
a state religion has created consider- 
able cortreversy in China, the Chris- 
tian missionaries of all sects opposing 
Such a atep. The constitution adopted 
py the Chinese parliament made no pro- 
vision for any state religion, but for 
some months a Confucian revival move- 
ment has been in evidence. 

A league was formed by representa- 
tives in China not only of Christianity 
but of Mohamedanism, Taoism and 
Buddhism to oppose the adoption of a 
state relizion. 

Political Move, Say Churches. 

New York, January  29.—Political 
rather than religious significance is at- 
tached by officers of foreign missions 
organizations here to the action of the 
Ohinese administrative council today, 
prescribing the worship of heaven and 
of Confuciug by cne president of the 
republic. The news, brought from 
Peking today, causeu regret that Con- 
fucianism should receive state recogni- 
tion, but no alarm tor the prosperity of 
the missions maintained by the Ameri- 
can churches in China.

CHATTANUOGA MAY 
CLOSE ITS “DISTRICT” 


Mayor T. C. Thompson Now 
in Atlanta Making a Per- 
sonal Investigation. 


Chattanooga will in all probability 
close its segregated district within a 
short time. The matter Is under seri- 
ous consideration, and Mayor T. C. 
Thompson is now in Atlanta making 
a personal investigation of conditions 
here since Chief Beavers’ famous order 
went forth. Upon what he finds will 
largely depend his recommendation. 

Thursday Mr: Thompson called on 
Chief Beavers and had a long ‘conSul- 
tation with him. He had heard that 
closing the ‘“‘district’’ had not lessened 
the social evil. He was assured by 
the chief that this was not true; that 
the majority of the people of Atlanta 
were behind him, and that no thought 
of penmitting the district to return 
was entertained by any sensible per- 
son. Later he Called on Judge N. R. 
Broyles and City Attorney James L. 
Mayson. 

Mr. Thompson had the following 
say: 

“T have heard all sorts of stories of 
the effect produced by closing the dis- 
trict here, and I came to Atlanta for 
the purpose of examining conditions 
for myself. I have not yet had an op- 
portunity for judging the result of 
Chef Beavers’ action. 

“IT do not know what will be done 
in Chattanooga, but if I find that the 
effects of the social evil have been 
lessened here, I shall recommend similar 
action at home 

“I went to Europe last year for the 
express purpose of studving social con- 
ditions and after the most careful ex- 
amination I do not know what place is 
best. ‘The question has not been set- 
tled in the old country. 

“IT am also interested to know how 
vou handle the moving picture busi- 
ness hére. We have had some trouble 
in securing the right mode of censur- 
ing pictures.” 

Mr. Thompson was a former resident 
of Atlanta, and for ten years was con- 
nected with the firm of S. M. Inman & 
Co. He has been a resident of Chatta- 
nooga for twenty Years, and is serving 
his second term as mayor. He was the 
last mayor under the old system and 
the first under the commission form of 
government, which now prevails. He 
will remain in Atlanta today making 
further investigations.

ARE BEFORE CONGRESS 


Bills for Long Term Loans Are 
Introduced in the House 
and the Senate. 


Washington, January 29.—Admin- 
istration rural credit bills were intro- 
duced in the senate and house today 
by Senator Fletcher, of Florida, and 
Representative Moss, of Indiana, mem- 
bers of the commission President Wil- 
son sent abroad last summer to study 
the foreign systems 

The bills today were for long term 
farm loans. Bills for short term loans 
will be introduced later. The intro- 
duction was a sequel to yesterday's 
conference at the white house. 

Bureau of Land Banka. 

Today’s measures would establish in 
the treasury department a bureau of 
farm land banks under direction of a 
commissioner, and make provision for 
formation of such banks in any state 
under federal charter and federal in- 
spection. 

Any group of farmers within a state 
might organize co-operative farm land 
banks with power to issue bonds to 
raise.funds from distant money mar- 
kets for farm development. 

Operations of individual banks would 
be confined within state lines though 
supervision will be federal, owing to 
the variety of State lawsrearing upon 
land titles, taxation foreciosure and 
like subjects. They would be strict- 
ly prohibited from doing ‘a city busi- 
ness.”’ 

Loans to farmers might not exceed 
50 per cent of the value ot improved 
land nor extended more tnan thirty-five 
rears. No institution could begin bus- 
iness without a foundation capital and 
double liability provided for national 
banks. 

Thee amount of 


long term business 


which might be undertaken by any of 


the proposed banks could not exceed 
15 per cent of capital and surplus, and 
receive deposits of postal saving funds 
to the same extent. 

The report submitted with the bill 
was drafted by Senator Fletcher, chair- 
man; Senator Gore, Representative 
Moss, of Indiana; Dr. John Lee Coul- 
ter, of Minnesota, representing the bu- 
reau, and other members of the rural 
credit commission. 

To Push the Measures. 

The bills were referred to the bank- 
ing and currency committees of the 
senate and house who have subcom- 
mittees assigned to the subjects. Rep- 
resentative Bulkley, of Ohio, chairman 
of the house subcommittee, plans to see 
the president next week. Majority 
Leader Underwood will go with him, 
and an effort will be made to fix a 
place for the measures on the legisla- 
tive program of the present session. 
If the president does not want them 
advanced too early in the calendar, the 
subcommittee would like to visit agri- 
cultural centers throughout the. coun- 
try to study conditions to which a 
rural bank bill would apply. 

Senators Owen, Hollis and Crawford, 
comprising the senate subcommittee, 
also are at work on the proposed leg- 
ilsation and are co-operating with the 
house committee, which already has 
already held several hearings. These 
are to be continued from time to time. 
The bill introduced today is not nec- 
essarily the last word on the subject, 
being merely the suggestions of the 
special commission headed by Senator 
Fletcher.

50,000 Daily--52,000 Sunday 


The Atlanta Constitution Attains Largest Circulation of Any Morning Newspaper in the 


South Atlantic States and More Home Delivered Cieculation Than Any Atlanta Newspaper 


The cireulation of The Atlanta Constitution with the issue 
of yesterday reached for the first time in its history 50,000 
copies. It represents an increase since January 1, 1913, of about 


10,000 for The Daily Constitution and 4,000 for The Sunday Con- 
stitution. 


The Constitution now has the largest circulation of any 


morning newspaper in the South Atlantic States, and the largest 
in the entire South, with one lc, and t that in a very much 
larger newspaper field. 


All material factors considered, it has the largest home- 
delivered circulation of any Atlanta newspaper. 


The percentage of its Atlanta circulation to the whole is 
greater than that of any other Atlanta newspaper. 


Its age, its history and its type and character as a newspa- 
per, gives it a prestige with its readers, reflected by their cre- 
dence in and responsiveness to its advertising, which hich gives its 
circulation an added value per thousand f for ‘or all advertising yr pur- 
poses. 


Its appeal as a newspaper is to intelligent, substantial peo- 
ple. Consequently its circulation covers the best element of all 
classes, and the purchasing power of its readers is higher on the 
average than that of any other Atlanta newspaper. 


In explanation of these statements, approximately 20,000, 
or 40 per cent of the total of 50,000 circulation, is in the city of 
Atlanta and suburban territory. 


_ Less than 500 copies on an average are sold on the streets. 
The news stand sale varies around 1,000. This is considerably 
above the average for morning newspapers in cities of equiva- 
lent size. With this exception, and other smaller classifications, 
the remainder is delivered into Atlanta homes, and is the first 
thing in the morning to receive attention in every family. 


The afternoon newspapers issue editions before noon and 


continuously until after 6 o’clock. All of them except the “home 


edition” appearing about 3 o’clock, are issued primarily for 


_ street and news stand sale. Extras are issued upon every sen- 
- gational news event. Not only are practically all copies of such 


editions sold merely glanced at or read hurriedly, but few of 
them are carried home by the purchasers, where they can only 
become valuable in relation to advertising. 


The undelivered city circulation of Atlanta afternoon 
newspapers is not less than 40 per cent for one and 25 per cent 
for the other. 


Such circulation, while legitimate and a natural part of 
evening newspaper Operation, is obviously and undisputably of 
relatively small value to advertisers. So poorly is it regarded 
that skillful. buyers of newspaper space eliminate it entirely in 
determining circulation values. 


All but about 20 per cent of the circulation of The Consti- 
tution has been changed during the past year to what is known 
as the independent carrier system. The city is divided into con- 
venient geographical districts. A carrier or agent in each dis- 
trict purchases from The Constitution at a wholesale price suf- 
ficient papers to supply all subscribers. He is not permitted to 


’ . sell single copies and cannot return those undelivered. He 


makes delivery and receives the retail subscription price from 
subscribers. The difference between the two prices is his profit. 
It is sufficient to command the services of intelligent, indus- 
trious and ambitious young men. 


The advantages of this system to the paper and to the pub- 
lic, over the customary plan of paying a boy a salary for deliv- 


_ ery, are that it makes the subscriber the personal customer of the 


carrier, arousing his self-interest in good service and correct 
business treatment and in increasing the circulation of the 


‘paper in his district. 


But it has an even greater advantage to advertisers. The 
carrier stands his own losses in collections. His profit per sub- 
scription is small. He rarely has any capital to invest in cred- 
its. He must pay his bills to The Constitution promptly. So he 
cannot afford to deliver the paper to anyone who does not pay 
him regularly and promptly. He is neither required nor ex- 
pected to give more than current credit to subscribers. Conse- 
quently that class of people, which exists everywhere, which 
does not pay its bills and which does not make good customers 
for merchants who advertise, do not receive The Constitution. 
This contributes materially to raising the average of the quality 
of The Constitution’s Atlanta circulation. 


Of the 30,000 circulation of The Constitution outside of 
Atlanta, 17,000 goes direct. to individual homes by mail. The 
remaining 13,000 goes to news agents—the greater part of it in 
Georgia. News agents all have the “return privilege,” that is 
unsold papers are returned to the paper and credited to the 
agents’ account. It is customary to supply all agencies with a 
surplus of papers to meet maximum sale demands. 


The higher the proportion of circulation through agencies 
the higher the percentage of the unsold or undelivered copies 
to the whole circulation. 


Atlanta newspapers do not deduct unsold or “returned” 
copies from news agencies in reporting their circulation fig- 
ures. 


To summarize, the limited street and news stand sale of The

In 
a statement today the department em- 
phasizes the importance of an economi- 
cally constructed and comfortable home 
for the farmer, the most important 
feature of which should be the kitchen. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
the average farm home has failed to 
share in improved agricultural condi- 
tions. Relatively, it is declared, the 
of a century ago, with her 
fireplace cooking and log cabin, was 
better provided for than is the house- 
wife today. As a result of the public 


awakening to the fact that better farm 
houses are needed, 
agriculture, through its office of farm

management, is now investigating this
